WASHINGTON, D. C., June 4—It can be stated Ca I that the Pres- 
ident anticipates an early peace. He is more confident of it to-night than at any 
time since war was declared. The measures expected to end the war are the im- 
mediate capture of Santiago. 

One of the results of the fall of that city, it is believed, will be the ee ae up 

, of Cervera’s ficet, if Sampson does not destroy it No one in authority here ex- 
pects Cervera to surrender. 

The Porto Rican expedition is to be pushed. It is hoped that the Santiago oper- 
_gtions will be scon ended, as a portion of the army will then be transported to 

Porto Rico. With Porto Rico captured the President expects the war to end. 

No direct propositions for peace have been received. The report that a Euro- 
pean power had sounded the Government is untrue. There has been no informal 

consideration of the subject. 

Information, however, has been received from Ambassador Porter, at Paris, 
although nothing of a formal nature has transpired there. Gen. Porter thinks a 
-gubstantial success in Cuba will lead to results in the diplomatic field. 

It is believed at the State Department that Spain would consent to abandon 
Cuba could Porto Rico bé saved. 
| The capture of Santiago may bring forth suggestions from France. The latter 
8 at will be the intermediary between the United States and Spain. 

The Government plumes Itself on the recent diplomatic negotiations with France 
‘as-regards reciprocity. The vast interest France holds in Spanish securities is 
| recognized by the Administration. Already France has done enough to indicate she 
‘will act fairly. Paris may be the scene of the peace t@/aty. The great obstacle 
| to peace will rest on the Porto Rican question. The President regards that fertile 
yisland as a perquisite of the United States. 

Cuba will have an independent government, guaranteed by the United States. 
Porto Rico is to be the spoils of the victor, The coterie of Senators close to the 
President appear to be united on this point: “We must hold Porto Rico at all 
/ hazards.” The President is still hopeful that warlike demonstrations on that island 

will be unnecessary. A success at Santiago will, he trusts, bring about peace nego- 
| tiations.

The permanent occupation of the Philippines is not Intended, I am informed. 
A foothold at an advantageous point will be maintained. 

The President hopes peace negotiations will be opened within a month's

The President and the War Office count but little on military aid from the 
insurgents. The most expected of the latter is to cut off supplies on the land side 
of Santiago. 


It is known the city is not provisioned. Great suffering is expected among 
the wretched inhabitants. The President thinks the Spanish commander may drive 


out all useless mouths. The capture of Santiago will be attended by the usual 
horrors of war, but the anticipated suffering among non-combatants will not be 
allowed to interfere with the conduct of military operations. 

A campaign against Havana is not anticipated. It will occur only should 
circumstances prolong the war until autumn. Information has been received from 
Havana about the food supply. Luxuries are no longer available. Staple articles 


are sufficient to feed the city for some time to come.

Eight heroes did the work. This splendid stroke which leaves the Government at Washington 
free to act without further fear of the Spaniards fleet, was planned by Lieut. Richmond P. Hobson, 
who led the expedition. Heis a naval constructor, attached to the Annapolis, and his home is in 
Brooklyn. With him went Daniel Montague, George Charette, J. E. Murphy, Oscar Deignan, 
John P. Philips, Coxswain Clausen of the New York and John Kelly, ll non-commissioned officesr or 
enlisted men.

WASHINGTON, D. C,,. June 4.—The army will now take an Important part 
in the West Indian campaign.

Gen. Miles has an expedition of 20,000 men ready for service, and the 
advance guard is well on the way. 

There are now 39 transports available at the Atlantic and Gulf ports, Their 
capacity is fully 50,000 men, with facilities for an immense quantity of supplies and 
munitions of war. ' 


- Five transport? ships, carrying thé 20th tetieais: under command of Col. 


F. of the 2d Cavalry, left Mobile at 9:30 o'clock this morning under sealed orders. 
These vessels with those loaded with soldiers at Tampa are being landed at Key 
West where the convoys are in waiting to escort them to Southeastern Cuba, The 
main body of the regulars have embarked at Tampa. It is hoped by the Adminis- 
tration that the Spanish forces in the vicinity of Santiago will realize the hope- 
lessness of their position and offer slight resistance to the landing of troops, 

It is quite certain that the volunteers and those drafted into the service of the 


Spanish Army will lay down their arms the moment they discover that they have. 


no chance of winning a victory over the Americans and insurgents. A large mas 
jority ef this class are anxious to be with the winning side, and will be quick to turn. 

The military authorities are preparing to invade the island, however, as first 
planned. An aggressive campaign ‘will be inaugurated the moment the troop ships 
touch the shores of Southern Cuba, and if any resistance is offered fierce fighting 
will signalize the disembarkation of the United State§goldiers. Gen. Miles reported 
progress to-day, and the War Department is encouraged with the outlook for com- 
plete success of the first army of invasion going to Cuba, 

The deadly fire of trained regulars, it is fully believed, will have the same de- 
moralizing effect upon the Spaniards as that of the gunners on the warships. 

The army will play an important part in the capture or destruction of Ceverg’s 
fleet if the Spanish Admiral holds out until the end. The heavy artillery with 
siege guns will, with the aid of the infantry and cavalry, gain the hill tops about 
Santiago Harbor and pour a fire down upon the decks of the enemy's warships such 
as they cannot withstand, and to which they wil' be unable to reply. The expedition 
to Porto Rico will follow so quickly after that to Santiago that the movement will 
almost have the appearance of simultaneous action. 


CERVERA THE PREY 
OF SAMPSON’S FLEET. 


The Blocking of the Channel Renders His Escape 
From Capture or Destruction Impossible.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 4.—Admiral Cervera and his fleet are hopelessly 
riding in the harbor of Santiago. Surrender, capture or destruction is the certain 
fate that awaits the ships. The Navy Department this afternoon received a cable 
message from Rear Admiral Sampson, confirming the first dispatches of fast night, 
announcing the sinking of the collier Merrimac in the channel of Santiago. Harbor. 

The news of the successful sinking of the Merrimac was received by naval 
officials with exultation. Cervera is no longer a fearful factor in the war. He is the 
certain prey of Admiral Sampson. The sinking of the Merrimac was carefuliy 
planned by Sampson. He went there yesterday with orders to sink a ship in the 
channel if it was possible. 

The conduct of Admiral Cervera in sending a boat under a flag of truce to 
Admiral Sampson's fleet, announcing that the captured Americans would be treated 
with all consideration due prisoners of war, was highly commended by naval offi- 
cials in Washington. Admiral Sampson made no mention of the reported bom- 
bardment of the forts of Santiago, but it is believed ia naval circles that the forts 
have been reduced. It is positively known that Sampson had instructions to imme- 
diately destroy the fortifications, but it may be that circumstances made it necessary 
for him to delay bombardment. The fortifications will be destroyed. The city will] 
then be taken. 

It is not believed in naval circles that Admiral Cervera can blow up the wreck- 
age of the Merrimac to enable him to clear the passage. The Navy Department 
received unofficial information this afternoon that the Cadiz fleet had departed, but 
it is not known in what direction. Naval officials are inclined to the belief that the 
feet is not going very far from home. It is the opinion that the squadron is 
going out to sea for a maneuver, intended to create the impression at home that it is 
on its way to Cuba. 

Some dissatisfaction is expressed among the friends of Commodore Schley that 
Rear Admiral Sampson has succeeded in command of the fleet off Santiago. Tt Bree 
complained that all the glery of the work of the fleet will be taken from Commo- _ 
dore Schley and given to Acting Rear Admiral Sampson, who is lower in rank 
Commodore Schley.

~ THE LEADER OF HEROES ON’ THE MERRIMAC. 


An officer not in the line was chosen to lead, and one who had devoted his short naval career to 
the building of ships, not to sailing them, a man of 28, Richmond P. Hobson, from Alabama, an as- 
sistant naval constructor with the rank of junior lieutenant, who has won high distinction for 
scientific knowledge. De was fitted by his training to place the hulk in the most dangerous position 


where it would do the greatest good. 
There were young officers in the fleet who wept because the honor of leading that expedition was 


denied them, Beside him a man to stand at the wheel, men to run the engines and to keep up steam,

Late on Thursday afternoon and during the night the greater part of the coal remaining in the 
Mérrimae was placed on board the warships. Commander J. M. Miller, Engineer R. K. Crank and 
the crew of 40 left the collier and Lieut. Hobson and his seven went on board. 

Ife was to run inte the channel to a certain point, if the Merrimac 
was not sunk in the meantime, then blow up the ship and take the chance of escape. 

When Lieut. Hobson and the seven bade their comrades good-by, those who stayed behind and 
those who went on never expected to see each otheragain.

UNDER THE FIRE OF SPANISH BATTERIES. 


The start was made at3’8 a.m. Friday morning. The Merrimac lumbered along under her own 
steam. he big American warships drew nearer to protect the collier from the Spanish fire as best 


they could. | 

Dyvery light was hidden and the collier crept along. She slipped by the scouts guarding the en- 
trance to the- harbor. It was 4 a.m. when she entered the channel, 

The guns of Fort Morto discovered the Merrimac, ploughing ahead, bent on proceeding as far 
as possible before she sank, fearful of running aground before an advantageous place was reached. 
The uns from Socapo fort and from tle batteries along shore opened fire. 

The gunners had the range to a foot. It was fair for them to suppose that the Merrimac was a 
big warship and thatshe was leading the way for the others—that the whole fleet was trying to force 
tin entrance to the harbor. If they sank her no other ship could pass. ! 

The shot fell npon the collier like rain in a tropical storm. She had a path 150 feet wide. She must 
keep in it. On cither side, before and behind, the great guns boomed and roared. As. the collier 
moved along the Reina Mercedes and the Spanish flagship, gunboats and torpedo boats opened fire 
upon her. 

The Merrimac was no warship with protected sides, with great guns—no fighting ship. She was 
but a merchantman that had been condemned, whose thin shell could no more stop the great pro- 
jectiles than so much paper. And the men aboard could not fight. They had no arms. They could 
not know the exhilaration and excitement of combat. They could only withstand the rain of shot as 
best they could, marveling each second that they were still alive. 


HOBSON STOOD ON THE BRIDGE OF HIS SHIP. 


Upon the bridge stood Lieut. Hobson, Now and then his brother officers could catch a elimpse 
of his figure by means of their powerful glasses. They knew he was-measuring his chances as quietly 
and coolly as he made his calculations over his drawing table in a navy yard. 

Down in the waist of the ship were the stokers and engineers. They could hear the roar of the 


guns that reverberated between the cliffs. They could work, but they knew that if anything hap- 


pened to the ship, no poweronearth could save them. There was lofty, sublime courage in the stoke 


hole of the Merrimac that morning. | 

The ship was approaching the first bed of torpedoes, those submarine mines filled with the most 
powerful explosives, each one of which could blow the Merrimac to atoms. | 

There was no inspiration of probable victory to exhilirate these men such as Farragut at Mobile. 
If they were blown up, their death would show the exact position and power of the mines, and the 
hulk would block the channel. f 

But the Merrimac passed over the first bed of mines. 
the Merrimac further in towards the city. 

The fire of the Spaniards grew hotter and hotter. There could not have been a better target. The 
Merrimac is 330 feet long and she stood high up out of the water because she Was nearly empty. She 
was riddled like a sieve. The fire of every battery in range was concentrated upon her. Still she 
sailed on. There were American sailors aboard that ship. The water hissed and boiled with the 
tashing of shot. The vessel was a mass of splinters. 

The man at the wheel was injured. Another sprang to take his place. 

Thicker and faster came shell and shot. The roar of guns, the shriek and hiss of shell grew 
more dreadful, The Merrimac was near the end of her last voyage. It could be measured in feet. 

There is a certain turn in the channel where Lieut. Hobson had determined to sink her should 
fortune favor him—a place where it is narrowest and navigation most difficult, Nearer and nearer 
the ship drew toit. Lieut. Hobson was waiting. 

The men strained their ears for the order. It came at last, the order that marked the end of the 
euterprise——to let go the anchor. 

As the iron slipped into the sea came an order to lower the boat. The eight heroes had fulfilled 
their part to their country, it was their dufy now to try to save themselves. 


THE HEROES BLOW UP THEIR SHIP. 


A torpedo had been carefully placed in the Merrimac, an infernal machine of great power, so 
Lieut. Hobson made a last examination of it. Then 
he set the electric machine to worrking. Hurrying on deck again he followed his men into the Cata- 
maran, their only means of escape, the boat having been shot away. They pulled away from the 
Merrimac, while the storm from the Spanish guns rained about them. When they were well clear 
of the ship the torpedo exploded. The Merrimac was raised high out of the water and then she saak, 
her spurs showing above the water when she reached bottom. | 

It was splendid, daring and magnificent courage upon the part of Lieut. Hobson and his men 
to bring the Merrimac through the channel. It would have been fooldardiness for them to try 
to row back in an open boat. As they drifted ashore the Spaniards ceased firing. Now they wel- 
comed the gallant men, whose bravery commanded their admiration. 

And it was this recognition of the enemy which led to Admiral Sampson learning of the fate of 
his officer and men. For Admiral Cervera sent a flag of truce to the American commander, telling 
him that the Merrimac was sunk in the channel and that Lieut. Hobson and his men had escaped 
from her and were on board the Reina Mercedes, held as prisoners of war. Two are slightly wounded. 
Lieut. Hobson was not hurt. 

Admiral Cervera’s chief of staff, Capt. Oviddo, bore the flag of truce to Admiral Sampson. He made 
a verbal report to Admiral Sampson, who sent back by the Spanish officer a supply of provisions 
and money for the prisoners, 

Admiral Cervera said he sent the flag of truce in recognition of the bravery of Lieut. Hobson and 
the men, and, while they are held as pirsoners, they will be treated with consideration. There

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HOBSON AND HIS MEN PRISONERS IN MORRO. 


They Drifted Ashore on a Catamaran, as the Boat in. Which They Intended to 
Escape Had Been Blown to Pieces. 


Copyright, 1898. by the Associated Press. _ 
KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 4.—Lieutenant Hobson appears to haye carried out his plan to the smallest detail, except 
as regards the method of escape. The row-boat in which the crew were to attempt to escapes either blown up or shot to 
pieces, for Lieut. Hobson and his men drifted ashore on an old catamaran which was slung over the ship’s side at the last 


moment as an extra precaution. 
Upon reaching shore the men were taken prisoners and sent to Santiago City under guard. Later they were taken to 


Morro Castle, where they now are, 7 
Capt. Oviedo, Admiral Cervera’s chief of staff, who boarded the New York under a flag of truce, did not give further 


details of the capture. ae 
The bravery of the Americans evidently excited as much admiration among the Spaniards as it did among the men 


of the American fleet. The prisoners will be perfectly safe and will probably be well treated while they remain in -Morro 


Castle. | 
The fleet is wild with delight to-night over the termination of the most daring expedition since the destruction of the 


Confederate ironclad Albemarle by Lieut. Cushing, in 1864. The Admiral is just as glad as the voungest jackie. 
Capt. Chadwick of the’ flagship New York, who is usually most conservative, in speaking of the incident said: 
“Splendid! Splendid! Too much eannot be said about it.” 

The xenerdl opinion is that no man ever deserved recognition by Congress for persona: bravery more than does Lieut 
Hobson. Hs work was well done and his men are safe. When he started on the expedition few thought he could accomplish 
his object. Officers of the fleet, when questioned as to whether Capt. Oviedo could have had any ulterior design in visiting 
the New York under a flag of truce, scouted the question, saying that the visit was prompted by pure chivalry on the part 
of the Spaniards and was noble of them.

for having preserved Lieut. Hobson and his men under him. Last night Chaplain-Roy¢e invoked this protection, but few 


then believed it possible that his prayer could be granted. 
Cadet Powell, who was the last man to see Licut. Hobson before his start, and who had charge of the launch that 
went inshore to be ready to rescue Hobson if they were able to get back to it, told the story of his experience. He said: 
“Lieut. Hobson took a short sleep for a few hours, which was often interrupted. At 1:45 he came on deck and made 
a final inspection, giving his last instructions. 
“Then we had a little lunch. Hobson was as cool as a cucumber. Aout 2:30 o'clock I took the men who were not 


going on the trip into the launch, and started for the Texas, the nearest ship, but had to go back for one of the assistant 


engineers, whom Hobson was finally compelled to leave. wo 
“I shook hands with Hobson last of all. He said: ‘Powell, watch the boat’s crew when we pull out of the harbor. We 

will be cracks, rowing 5° strokes to the minute.’ .

They 
shot wild, and we only heard the shots. We ran in, still closer to the shore, and the gunners lost sight of us, 

“Then we heard the explosion of the torpedoes on the Merrimac. Until dayhght we waited just outside the breakers, 
half a mile to the eastward of Morro, keeping a bright lookout for the boat or for swimmers, but saw nothing, 

“Hobson had arranged to meet us at that point, but, thinking that some one might have drifted out, we crossed in 
front of Morro and the mouth of the harbor to the eastward. 

“About 5 o'clock we crossed the harbor again within a quarter of a mile and stood to the westward. 
saw one spar of the Merrimac sticking out of the water. 

“We hugged the shore just outside of the breakers for a mile and then turned toward the Texas, when the batteries 
saw us and opened fire. 

“It was then broad daylight. The first shot fired dropped 30 feet astern, but the other shots went wild 

“I drove the launch for all she was worth, finally making the New York. The men behaved splendidly.” 

The news of. Lieut. Hobson’s safety lifted a great load from Cadet Powell’s mind. 

Some heavy firing was done shortly before midnight by the New York and New Orleans, aimed at what was thought 
to be a small gunboat, which disappeared. Whether she was sunk or not is not known. The firing took place to the eastward 
of Morro.

BROOKLYN, N. Y., June 4.—The disap- 
pearance of Albert de Follett and his home- 
coming form a story of tragic suffering, 
for it tells of a struggle between his al- 
ternating consciousness, as the nervous 
disease experts cal] it. 

De Follett was a man of standing in 
Brooklyn. He had been editor of Wood- 
cock’s Printers’. and Lithographers’ Ga- 
zette, and for 14 years he was a deacon 
in the Tabernacle Baptist Church. Inthe 
autumn of 1895 he lived with his wife and 
son in a cottage at No. 294 McDonough 
street. He lost his position and went to 
the northern part of the State looking for 
work. His last letter was dated at Al- 
bany in September, Nothing further was 
heard from him. 

Mrs. De Follett had little money, and 

this she spent trying to trace her hus- 
band. Her grief made her friends fear 
for her reason. Had she seen him killed 
before her eyes she could not have suf- 
fered so much, and there is a surcease 
for a sorrow of that kind. She must live 
on, hoping against hope, with breaking 
heart. 
Her son was her greatest comfort, They 
mingled their tears and hopes. Then con- 
sumption fastened {ts grip upon him and 
he died, praying at the very last that he 
might look upon his father before death 
claimed him. She must live on, fighting 
for a life that was unmeasured agony for 
her, a grim and fearful existence. Long 
before she had exhausted every effort—she 
could only pray. 

For two years Mrs. de Follett clung to 
the belief that her husband was living, 
and that some day he would come back.

WAR REVENUE BILL 
UP TO A CONFERENCE. 


Tax Before Finally 


Senate Votes Down an Income Tax Provision and 
Votes ina Sleeping Car, Mixed Flour andTea 


Passing the Measure. 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—After the tran- 
saction of bricf routine business, the Sen- 
ate this morning took up the war revenue 
measure. As no amendment was pending 
Mr. Aliison suggested that the bill be re- 
ported from the Committee of the Whole 
to the Senate. The suggestion developed 
several amendments and also the absence 
of a quorum, 

Mr. Mason who said he had an impor- 
tant amendment, demanded a call of the 
Senate. : 

After a delay of 16 minutes a quorum 
was secured. 

Mr. Morgan (Dem, Ala.) then took the 
floor and offered the amendment of which 
he gave notice yesterday requiring the 
Secretary of the Treasury to proceed with 
the co.jection of taxes under the provisions 
of the income tax ‘of 1894, not directly re- 
pealed by the wen | bill. 

If the Secretary of the Treasury should 
refuse to levy the taxes under the law, the 
amendment provides that it shall be the 
duty of the Attorney-General to proceed 


compel him ‘to perform the duties, and if 
the Attorney-General should refuse to take 
that action, any taxpayer of the United 
States may bring the necessary action to 
compel the enforeement of the law. 

Mr. Morgan sa.d that full opportunity was 
presented by this amendment to have the 
question which it involves settled by the 
Supreme Court, for, quite naturally, affirm- 
ative action taken by Coneress on the gub- 
ject would relegate the entire subject to 
the Supreme Court. 

Congress fcould ecarcely refuse, ‘he 
thought, to provide for another test of 
the income tax question, in view of the 
fact that it was forced to increase taxa-

Through the Governor’s desire to confer 
political favors he commissioned 15 bat-

%sMmized by the War Department when the 
facts become known. 

One of the young men who will thus be 
Stripped of his rank is Percy Moore. 


Percy will probably then resume life as 
& private in the 2d Cavalry. 

The high hopes of these young men, 
raised by the Governor, will now be crushed. 

They started to the front filled with 
thoughts of future glory and greater pro- 
motion in the battles of the war, feeling as 
secure in thelr positions as any man would 
with @ commission signed by the Governor 
of the State in his pocket. 

But these same commissions are not worth 
the paper they are written on, as the hold- 
ers of them will unfortunately find when 
the p aster around, 

The facts in this pecullar case of guber- 
natorial ignorance or politica] buncomb at 
the expense of innocents are these: 

By a provision of the act of Congress re- 
organizing the army, the President is au- 
thorised to accept the State troops es or- 
ganized under their respective State laws. 

When Maj. Hardeman came to muster in 
the Missouri troops he found that each 
regiment had three Majors and three Bat- 
talion Adjutants. 

The United States regulations allow only 
two Majors and no battalion Adjulants. 

Maj. ardeman wired the War Depart- 
ment for orders and he was instructed to 
muster in the troops as organized in the 
militia with all their officers. 

And so, tn they went. 

Of course Maj. Hardeman did not look 
up the law of the Siate, (es the 
Battalion Ad@jutants were allowed by the 
militia law, 

Me law creating Missourt’s militia mekes 
mo provision for extra Lieutenants to act 
as liattaiion Adjutants, 

The Co.onel’'s may ‘“‘detail’’ Battalion Ad- 
jutants from the Lieutenants in his com- 
mand. 

That ts the rule in the regular army. The 
Battalion Adjutants are not extra Lieu- 
tenants, for the duties require but Iittle 
time and the Adjutants can discharge their 
duties as well. 

Just before the Missouri! regiment took 
the field Gov, Stephens created the perma- 
pept office of Battalion Adjutant, with 
the rank of First Lieutenant. 

Some of the places were filled from the 
Lieutenants already in the service, but 15 
extra First Lieutenants were commissioned.. 

What gave the Governor the tip to make 
nll these new jobs was probablw the fact 
that $1600 per year goes with each of them, 
and $1600 jobe are good things to patch polit- 
ical fences. 

But about the authority for this gracious 
distribution of pie. That ts another story. 
The authority is not se, easily found as 
the Incentive. 

Tt may have been this paragraph In the 
miitia bill: 

“The regulations of the United States 
army, so far as the sarne may be applica- 
ble, are hereby adopted as the rerulations 
for the government pf the militiamen of 
the State, except as “the same have been 
heretofore modified: the commander-in- 
chief (the Governor) «hall have full power 
by order to modify such regulations from 
time to time.” 

But it is a sad commentary on the execut- 
lve’'a military education to entertain the 
thought that power to mod'fy the “regu- 
lations” gave h'm the authority possessed 
hy no single official of the United States, 
that of creating an office. 

Of course the Governor can make what- 
ever offices he pleases and appoint whom- 
soever he pleases to fill them. 

He can send a eet of tunior or assistant 
adjutants down to Chickamauga if he wants 
to or appoint and commission a few briga- 

ers, 

hut that will not give the appotntecs the 
rank fn the volunteer army conferred by 
Gov. Stephens,

Mrs. Yerger states that 
she took Bim at his word and prepared to 
go to her mother whereupon he ra:sed an- 
other disturbance at the ciose of which 
she was so badly prostrated she had to be 
taken to the Baptist Sanitarium for treat- 
ment. She says the physicians there told 
her she had heart trouble and was apt to 
die if she became excited. They would not 
permit Yerger to visit her. 

Mrs. Yerger ts ill at the home of her 
father, Mr. Llewellyn B. Jackson of 423 
Taylor avenue and could not be seen. A 
Post-Dispatch reporter saw her attorney, 
Mr. F. A. Wind. 

“Mrs. Yerger,"’ said Attorney Wind, “has 
stood more from her husband than most 
women would stand. His treatment of her 
has reduced her to a condition of nervous 

rostration, from which she may never ful- 
y recover. It .is hard to understand how 
a man of sane mind could treat a woman 
as Yerger has treat«d his wife. He seemed 
possessed with the idea that it was neces- 
sary for him to at all times show his power 
Over her. 

“In March lest, he threatened her with 
a revolver, and said he would kill her.

ALL SIDE WITH UNCLE SAM. 


Nauvou Tribe Discovers a Gold Mine 
and Expects Scon to Be a Lot 
of Millionaires. 


Brother Paulian, president of the Chris- 
tlan Brothers’ College and provincial for 
the western district of his order, has just 
returned from an extended tour of New 
Mexico, on which he combined business 
with pleasure. He ts enthusiastic over New 
Mexico’s future, having noted remarkable 
educational advancement throughout the 
Territory. 

“We have three institutions down there,” 
said Brother Paullan, “one in Las Vegas, 
another in Santa Fe and a third in Berna- 
lial, and all of them are progressing splen- 
didly.’’ 

“Thp institution at Bernalial was recently 
opened and it has thus far over 200 schol- 
ars. The majority of them are Mexicans, 
though we have a sprinkling of Indians. 
The red man's son makes an admirable 
student and the professors tell me they are 
never Obliged to reprwmand them for mis- 
conduct. 

“At Bernalial the inhabitants had never 
seen am abode more than one story in 
height. When our college building was 
erected they were startied at its elevation. 
The three stories cover a distance of 100 
feet. The Indians thought at first we were 
trying to make an ascent to the clouds. 
They watched the tall butiding day and 
night, and when it was completed they in- 
spected it thoroughly from roof to cellar. 

‘Sister Catherine's Indian school] at Santa 
Fe is clothing, shehkering and educating 
over 175 pupils. The mother superior, who 
was Miss Drexel. daughter of the wealthy 
Phil adelphia banker, is spending $40,000 a 
year there in caring for the Indian children. 
She founded the Blessed Sacrament order 
a few years ago, the special object of which 
is the cultivation of the Indian and negro 
race. Her annual offerings, I understand, 
amount to about $150,000.”’ 

Touching on the business and war feel- 
ing in New Mexico Brother Paulian said: 
“The people are enjoying an exceptional 
degree of prosperity: The Mexicans and 
Indians are ready and willing to fight for 
Uncle Sam if thetr services are wanted. 
A regiment was formed and sent to Tampa 
from Santa Fe shortly before I left. The 
war feeling runs high among ail classes.

HAVANA IS A CESSPOOL. 


Dr. George Homan’s Paper Before the 
City Hospital Alumni. 


Apropos of the war a paper which Dr. 
Geofre Homan, ex-Health Commissioner, 
read before the Medical Society of the City 
Hospital Alumni, at a recent meeting, is 
interesting. The subject of the paper is the 


sanitary redemption of Havana. 

Dr. Homan ts a sanitarian, and has made 
a special atudy of the subject treated in his 
paper. He says in part: 

No problem that concerns public health tn this 
country, and that has relations beyond our own 
Doundaries, is of more weighty importatce 
than the one presented by the condition of the 
port of Havana as a persisting source of exotle 
pesiiience dangerous to every neighboring peo- 
ple and State, Thia condition has been continu- 
ously present for many generations, and is the 
oulgtowth of causes partly climatic, partly 
topographic, Out in the main of causes political, 
governmental or administrative in thelr nature. 

The presence of such pandemic infections as 
cholera or smallpox in Cuba would offer no new 
ay ieoina to the skilled ganitarian; they would 
 combated with the same weapons used else- 
where for the purpose among similar classes of 
population But it is as the chief nursery of 
yellow fever, and the principal Center for its 
dissemination to other countries that haa given 
to the port of Havana its evil eminence in a 
sanitary sense, and this country has felt the 
weight and blight of epidemic inroads from this 
direction more or less for above 100 years. 

There are no &treama of large size flowing 
into the bay, the Gulf tides are inconsiderable 
(only about two feet), the sewage and surface 
drainage of a large population have been poured 
for centuries Into this almost stagnant basin, 
and with a temperature seldom falling below 
70 degrees TF ., and when it does of too. brief 
duration to affect either soil or water, the condi- 
tions afforded for breeding and storing disease 
are well nigh perfect. It is indeed a huge cess- 
pool festering fn sub-tropical heat. To borrow the 
terms of house drainage as applied in modern 
dwellings, Havana practically presents to the 
world trading in its pert the conditions that 
would follow the continued use of sanitary 
conveniences In a residence where only the most 
scanty means for flushing were provided. 


Hea pointed out that the capacity of the 


and quoted from the same official source the 
statement that In 1897 the deaths from yel- 
low fever in these hospitals numbered 2583, 
representing 10,000 cases of the disease; 
while the total deaths of the island for 
that year from yellow fever institution’ 
of the same kind were 6034. The figures of 
mortality from this cause among the civil 
population of Havana were not at hand, but 
undoubtedly they were considerable.

He came out in his shirtsiceves and 
hailed us Re wanted to know where we 
were going. Our commander told him and 
then he suggested that we try a few shots 
right then and there.

We came t@ ship's 
length from A Hope's vessel. Then 
we dropped slowly down. As the guns came 
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in range we let go a gun at a time with 
e! ight guns. 

“After the emoke cleared away it was 
found we had put four eolid shot in the 
bull’seya, made two line shots, one over 
and the other right under the center, and 
put the remaining two reasonably close on 
either skle. 

“The reason then was simple. We had 
for practice 10 rounds a quarter to each 
gun. The British had only one. That made 
@ shots a year practice for us to each gun 
te their 10, and our men had a peculiar per 
sonal interest In the whole business which 
no one pavy Seems to possess to an equal 
degree. The officers are inf@lligent, 
cated men and the American seamen 
well treated and their self-reenpect is 
veloped to a high degree. By the m 
free masonry of t) sea the achievement 
of Dewey at Manila is shared by 
man who is in or ever was in the navy.

UAN ARNAO, the first man who ever 
shed a drop of blood for the sake of 
Cuba. ts a resident of Tampa, Fila. 

He participated tn the uprising of "180 and 

played a prominent part in all the previous 

revoits against Gpenish rule in Cuba. 

He willl raise the fag over Havana as 
soon as the Government of Cuba shall have 
been established. 

In spite of his 9% years he is still full of 


fire and takes a deep interest in the prog-

ress of the war. 

Resides being a man of action and a 
fighter Juan Arnao has shown himself to 
be a write? of talent, and ip the author of 
a book about the political struggles in Cuba,

pslavery movement. 


which is one of the best contributions to 
the history of the island. 


It was in 183 that he first conspired 
against the Spanish Goyérnment in an ani!l- 
He was prosecuted and 
imprisoned. In 1848 he conspired again with 
Gen. Narciso Lopes, and was the control- 
ling epirit of an uprising which was at- 
tempted In that year at the City of Matan- 
gas. 

May 19, 180, Lopes attacked and seized, 
with a handful of Americans, the city of 
Cardenas. Arnao was the only conspirator 
in the island who gathered a body of pa- 
triots to help him. But Lopez suddenly de- 
parted, and Arnao had to dismiss his men. 

He kept In communication with Lopes, 
and in October of the same year he re- 
cetved advices that his pians had been be- 
trayed to the @pantards. He then took the 
field with only four men, and near Limo- 
nar, in sight of Matanzas City, attacked a 
ag detachment that came to arrest 

m. 


Tt was the first time that Cubans and 
Gpaaiards had met on the field. The Span- 
jlards were #, and yet the five Cubans killed 
I7 of them. But the Cubans were overpow- 
ered and all left as dead on the field. Arnaco 


had two ribs broken and was pierced by [ 
two bullets. 

When night came on he recovered con- 
sciousness and was able to reach the house 
of a poor countryman, where his wounds 
were treated. Aug. 12, 1851, he took the 
field once more with Lopez, and narrowly 
escaped death upon the defeat of the pa- 
triots. 


| He conspired again tn 1852, In 18%, and, | 
loaded with chains, was rent to Spain by 
the Captain-General. , 

Escaping from his Gpantsh prison, he ar- 
rived at New York fn 1866 to assist in the 
preparations for the war of 184. During the 
ten years’ war he took to Cuba several ex- 
peditions, and when the péace of Zanjon 
was signed In 187% he protetted against it 
and was engaged in rict against Spain un- 
til the revolution of 14% broke out. 

Then, on account of bis advanced agé, 
the Cubans refused to let him take an ac- 
tive part in the war.

‘CROP PROSPECTS EXCELLENT. 


The Bears Predict a Fall in All Grains, 
and See Nothing to Uphold 
Prices After June. 


Cash wheat was quoted at $1.0 a week 
ago. The sudden drop after the famous 
May deal brought it back to about the $1 
mark where it is thought likely to remain 
for a time before it goes lower. 

July and September wheat are lower by 


bears think futures better sellers than buy- 
ers at present prices. A week ago July 
closed at 92c and September at 8%c. Yes- 
terday’s prices were 83%o for July and 75%c 
for September. 

The bears can see nothing but lower 
prices after June. Crop reports continue 
to be excellent, and despite heavy ship- 
ments, the coming influx of new wheat 
promises to be so abundant that some bears 
even talk about wheat getting back to 70c 
and 75c, Some ultra bearish operators even 
predict a return to 66c. 

There are bulls on the other hand who 
find in the reports of damage to the Rus- 
clan crop, and continued heavy rains un- 
seasonably cold weather in France, as well 
as in the possibilities of war in Europe, 
sufficient grounds to believe that prices 
will not go much Jower. 

The sown acreage is slightly larger than 
last. year, compared with the sown. acre- 
age of 1596, and shéws prospective increase 
of #& per cent in Kansas, an increase in 
the East and South, and also on the Pa- 
cifle coast. Offsetting this a decrease is re- 
ported of 2 per cent in Indiana, 3 per cent 
in Ohio, 12 per cent in Iowa, 13 per cent 
in Missouri and 1% per cent in Iilinois, at- 
tributed to the fact that seeding conditions 
in the fall of 1897 were unfavorable, while 
in 1896 they .were !f{deal. 

Crop estimates are dependent on average 
ripening and harvesting conditions, but be- 
cause of the heavy rains and backward 
spring good crop weather is promised from 
now on, while it is argued that only an 
extraordinary run of unfavorable weather 
can appreciably affect the crop at the stage 
when the wheat is so far advanced that 
new Texas wheat is already beginning to 
come in. 

So long as peace reigns tn Europe the 
Spanish-American war is not thought by 
the bears to be such an important factor 
in keeping up prices. If an invading army 
of 190,000 men is sent to Cuba, they must 
be fed, but being withdrawn from the 
United States the per capita consumption 
at home will be proportionately decreased, 
and the total consumption will be no 
greater. So argue the bears. But there 
are those who say the consumption will 


be increased because of the alleged waste 
in the serving of individual rations daily, 
what is not used being wasted. The bears 
reply that the waste, if any, is mini- 
mized, the days ration being closely cal- 
culated by long experience and that no 
more is served than is used. . 

As to cash wheat even the bears cofgede 
that it Is not too high because of the scaro- 
ity of etocks, It is etill being exported 
largely. Letter sold nearly a quarter of a 
million bushels on Friday for export, leav- 
ing only about a million bushels In Chi- 
cago, mostiy owned by Leiter. 

The local cash demand continues light. 


Most of the city mills are closed, and the 
few mills running, with the prospect of 
lower prices, are buying only from hand 
to mouth. 


“Buy corn and get rich,” is the slogan 
of th® bulls, but as in wheat the bears can 
only see lower prices ahead. The market 
remains almost stationary but at that it 
is almost a round 100 higher than at this 
time last year and although there are very 
heavy shipments, the recelpts are heavy 
aiso, and the crop prospects are ideal. Corn 
advanced somewhat in eympathy with 
wheat, but with promising crop reports, as 
to acreage and weather, which could not 
be much better If selected, the bears see 
nothing in the situation to keep up prices, 

The news of oats ‘s bearish also. ces 
are down 1% cents from a week ago, but 
at that the price is 8 cents over the same 
time last year,.and large crops are reported 
from Europe, as well as on this side.

WAR AND. PROSPERITY 
| HIGHER THAN Ir Has 


EVER BEEN, 


A STRONG RECOVERY 
SHOWN THIS WEEK. 


The Country’s Wealth Is Increasing in 
Every Direction in a High 
Ratio, 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 4.—To-day’s violent 
recovery in prices astonished nobody who 
was at all familiar with the position of 
outside investors and speculators. In many 


j respects the action of this week’s stock 


market has resembled that of the market 
in the closing week of March, on the eve 
of the declaration of war. Then, as this 
week, every one said that a sharp reac- 
tion ought to come, but every one was 
ready to buy when it arrived. The re- 
sult in March will be remembered. On 


the present occasion the situation was 
emphasized by yesterday's St A de- 
cline, on news at which all all street 
pretended to be alarmed without being 
really frightened in the least. 

As usual to-day’s buying began with or- 
ders cabled from New York and executed 
in the early London market; for it would 
be absurd to ascribe this morning’s London 
rise in “‘Americans,’’ above the New York 
parity to foreign purchases. Under the 
arbitrage buying induced by these London 
advances, prices opened materially higher, 
and continued to rise rapidly throughout 
the two hours of business. At times the 
movement was really violent and M em- 
braced all quarters of the market. 

The standard shares, though their net 
advance was considerable, did not in most 
cases reach their high level of yesterday; 
but in the low-priced epeculative favorites 
many new high records for the year were 
made. There has been little real change 
in the genera] financial and business situa- 
tion this week. As concerns the stock 
market the essential facts are that money 
continues very cheap, with the prospects 
favoring prolonged ease, and that railway 
earnings in the main continue large, thus 
assuring present rates of returns and giv- 
ing promise of higher dividends in the fu- 
ture. This simple investment and sepecu- 
lative position is, of course, qualified by the 
war with Spain, which, after having lasted 
six weeks, shows no immediate signs of 
coming to a conclusion. 

It will be admitted that. during the pres- 
ent week speculative Wall Street has not 
bothered its head with any matters con- 
nected with the war beyond the chances 
for an immediate engagement with the 
enemy at Santiago. | 

The money market and the general un- 
derlying situation are in such satisfactory 
conditions that they may almost be dis- 
missed from calculations, except, of course, 
upon what may be called the constructive 
side of the market, and in this way specu- 
lative interest is free to follow the progress 
of hostilities. 

Perhaps the most striking event of the 
week was the violent break in the wheat 
market, prpotpeeanes. of course, by the cul- 
mination of the sensational] deal in the May 
option, but probably due in part also to the 
magnificent prospects for the year’s crops. 
Current estimates of the harvest this year 
range as high as 700,000,000 bushels, and the 
world’s grain conditions assure the farmers 
of a fair price for their product. 

After having marketed the largest cotton 
crop on record, the Southern planters are 
preparing for another os harvest of the 
white staple, undeterred by the low prices 
obtaining for it. This proves, as is get- 
ting to be conceded, that In the largest pro- 
ducing parts of the cotton pelt, cotton can 
be raised with profit at 6 cents a pound, 
and so long as this is the case the acreage 
is not likely to be materially diminished.

If elther of these 
elements is wanting, there can be no such 
thing as contraband. Innocent goods going 
to a belligerent port are not contraband. 
Here there ig a hostile destination, but no 
hostile quality. Hostile goods, such as mu- 
nitions of war, going to a neutral port are 
not contraband. Here there is a hostile 
quality, but no hostile destination."" Each 
case is to be tested by destination end by 
fitness for belligerent purpores.

vous as the hour of departure approached. 


It was a new experience. Never before had 
so many insane patients been moved at 
once. 

They carefully prepared the inmates for 
the trip. Those capable of understanding 
were told they were to take a pleasant 
journey. Some were delighted, others raved 
and fought, while some clung to their fron 
beds or to the window frames and begged 


to be permitted to etay. 80 deep-seated 
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is the human trait of home-love, 

There were those in the asylum whose 
minds were blanks, They knew nothing. 
They never knew and never will know 
that they were changed from one cage to 
another, P 

When the train of guarded cars was at 
the station Dr. Enos had the inmates 
lined up in the long corridors. One hun- 
dred and seventy-four were to go on the 
first trip. 

The line that filed down the broad steps 
was an orderly one. Here and there was 
heard an occasional laugh, or a snatch 


of a song, but the column was closely 
guarded, 


A pretty girl with straps On her wrists 
walked beside a motherly looking olf lady 
with whitened hair. Others there were in 
straight jackets while so¢ne who enjoyed @ 
gieam of reason walked ‘with the atten- 
dants. 

There were bits of conversation to he 
heard as the line passed that gave no in- 
dication of the disordered minds of the 
speakers. } 

One man who had not shown a sign of 
intelligence in years plucked a flower 
from beside the path and put it in his bute 
tonhole, 

The walk to the station was a short 
one. On the platform were a few relatives 
and friends of inmates, gad faced wit- 
nessses of the exodus, The full corps of . 
attendants remained wntil the last of the 
patients were in the cars. 

It was no easy matter to get them in, 
Some fought and others were seized with 
paroxysms of fright at sight of the snort- 
ing engine. ‘ 

The greater number were docile. They 
mounted the steps wonderingly. The most. 
serious trouble was caused by the fact that 
all wanted seats next to the windows.™ 

Only 18 attendants accompanied the trains 
load of imbeciles and maniacs. There was @ 
guard at each door and on the platforms, 
The train pulled out and for 150 miles the 
air in its wake was frightened by mingled 
songs and curees, maudlin vaporings and 
demioniac laughe. The queer passengers 
were safely lodged in the asylum at Jack- 
sonville.

The shadow of the penitentiary is across her path, and the 
Tmachinery of the law is at work to convict her of arson in the 
firet degree, for which the penalty is 10 years imprisonment, 

If she Is proven guilty a community will count itself as the 
Cape of a clever, criminal woman. | 

lf a jury finds that she has been the victim of an error Chief of 
Detectives Desmond and his staff will count this as the strangest 
case in thelr experlence. 

but a little more than one month ago Mrs, Pitkin was living 
peaccably and unobtrusively in a pretty dwelling at No, 66838 Wells 
ivenue, honored and loved by her neighbors. 

To-day she is a ward of the city, a prisoner tn the Jalil awaiting 
trial, an alleged felon. 

\ warrant for arson has fashioned !tself out of the emoke of 
ler house, destroyed by fire April 27. 

Known then as 2 woman of culture and refinement, she is now 
cnmeshed in suspicions which whisper tales of carousals behind 
the white curtained windows of her home, and brand her an out- 
cast in the world, a woman without shame or conscience, whose 
thirst for pleasures drove her to commit the crime charged against 
her. 

Arrayed against her are Chief Desmond, ‘one of the shrewdest 
character readers that the criminals of the time have to face; 
Ohlef Inspector for the Board of Fire Underwriters H. C. Henley, 
who has ferreted out ecores of arson cases; and Capt. Evans 
of the Salwagre Corps, who suspected a dishonest fire before the 
ruins had ceased smoking. 

Combating this furmidable trio are ex-Judge Daniel Dillon, Rev. 
Hienry J. Mulholland of Grace Presbyterian Church, Richard 
Welch of 8913 Wella avenue, H. C. Musick of 5537 Wells avenue, 
Mra. J. BR. Adams of 5545 Faston avenue, and other persons who 
l've in the locality in which she lived, 

Thomas Hopewell is jointly charged with the crime. He says 
she ts gullty. So does Hopewell’s wife. 

The officials who think her guilty base their belief on letters 
which they belleve Mrs, Pitkin wrote, and the confession of 
licpewell. 

The woman's eupporters say that one so good and pure as she 
eculd not set fire to ther own house and endeavor to send into 
eternity the lives of two fellow boings. 

They refuse to hear the stories of Hopewell concerning wild 
orcies in the Titkin home and ascribe his tales to a lying tongue 
endeavoring to save its owner from merited punishment. 

Mrs. Pitkin’s age—she is 58—her apparent upright llfe while she 
l'ved on (Wells avenue, and the seeming lack of motive, ere what 
absolve her of guilt in the minds of her neighbors. 

Mrs. Pitkin came to St. Louts about four years ago from Den- 
ver. She moved into a frame house which etood on the site of the 
rufne of her last home. 

Fhe was a widow, apparently with money. She said her hus- 
band was a brother of Colorado’s Governor Pitkin. Shortly after 
her coming the house burned and she had Hopewell, who is ae 
bulider, erect another. 

It was an unpretentious but attractive little home, built after 
the Queen Anne style, with cozy bay windows and porches. 

An ample lawn spread its green carpet in front and ebout the 
house, dotted here and there with shrubs and flowera 

Mrs. Pitkin Indroduced to her friends in the neighborhood shortly 
aftez the house wac completed, a Capt. Burrell, 

The captain was upwards of 70 years old. (He was Dlind and 
fecble, and the tender care bestowed upon the old marine by Mrs. 
Pitkin was praised everywhere. 

She said that he had been a friend of her husband's, and in the 
last days of hia life had been bereft of kin. 

Those two lived in the house, and every nice afternoon found 
them in the shade on the lawn, she knitting and he stroking the 
fur of the house cat. 

Bhe frequentiy took hing walking fin the sunshine and occasion- 
ally to hear the services at Dr. Mulholland’s church, three blocks 
away. 

While Mra. Pitkin has passed the meridian of life she is quite 
strong and active and ehe frequently gave thanks for this fact 
which enabled her to minister to all the wants of her dead hus- 
band’s friend and companion. 

The good folks thereabouts Were much impressed with Mrs. 
Pitkin's eimple Christianity. 

She believed tn th® doctrine of doing good for others, 

While she did not go to church regularly she practiced the 
broad creed of charity im her dally life. 

Never did a mendicant esk of her without receiving alms. 

No tramp went hungry from her door. 

So liberel was @#he with the genus hobo that the same tattered 
wanderer was often seen to tap et her kitchen door day after 
dayand gain admittance, 

The youngsters thereabouts were never soolied when they 
tzampe down the grass in Mrs. Pitkin's yard in search of a@ Jost 
hail or to extricate “9 unruly kite from one of her trees. 

Tickets for charity entertainments and Sunday-school picnics 
found a ready and liberal purchaser in Mrs, Pitkin, but she gener- 
ally returned the pasteboards and never attended, 

True, Mra, Pitkin did not visit her neighbors much, but she 
wee eociable, kind and pleasant to all she met and callers were 
sure of a cordial welcome at her house. 

Bhe was generally looked upon as @ woman known to the cares 
and pleasures of life, and though younger in eppearance than 
years sought only to pam the remainder of ‘her existence in peace 
and quiet. 

She was neither communicative nor reticient about heér past 
but gave the Impression that she did not care to burden others 
with her effaira. 

She dressed as became @ woman of her years, wearing clothes 
of good material, but never shewy; dresses modeled for comfort 
rather than fashion, with black for the predominating color. 

Of diamonds she had @ number. She seldom wore them and the

Iiers is a face that shows experience with the world rather than 
the marks of its buffettings. 

Large brown eyes with but few of the winkles of time about 
them survey the visitor calmly yet fully, and shine with the light 
of intelligence. 

The mouth is large and inclined to droop at the corners. When 
closed, the mouth with the chin gives Mrs. Pitkin’s face the 
stamp of firmness which cannot be mistaken. 

She emiles slowly. Her eyes mirror the humor of the emile.

About this time old man Hopewell, the builder, had become 
nenmiless, and he and his wife, who can walk only with the eid 
cf crutches, were in dire want, 

Mrs. Pitkin took the couple tnto her house and installed them 
in a room which she helped to furnish, 

The neighbors were not surprised at this.ect of charity, as Mrs. 
Pitkin’s life among them had deen an exemplification of the 
golden rule. 

‘Verily, Mrs. Pitkin is a Good Samaritan,” they sald to each 
other. 

Hopewell was too ok to @o much work, and his wife was past 
tol! of any kind. Gut Mrs, Pitkin kept no servant, and still her 
housé and yard looked clean and inviting. 

The Hopewells wanted to get into the Memorial Home, and it 
ws expected that Mra. Pitkin would some dey find a way to 
gratify this wish. 

In the early part of April, Mrs, Pitkin went to Eureka Springs 
to visit Capt. Burrell and comfort him with her presence for a 
time. She was gone until Tuesday, April 26. 

In the early hours of the following morning, just before dawn, 
the neighborhood was aroused by cries ot “fire.” 

Fiames wrapped the pretty home bf Mrs, Pitkin, end a first 
glance showed that the house was doomed.

Mrs. Agnes Bacon Pitkin cannot be a sister-in-law of ex-Gov. Pitkia, 
Robert J. Pitkin, sou of the famous pioneer, fs a member of the law 
firm of Cranston, Pitkin & Moore, and a very prominent aiterney. He 
told a reporter of the Post-Dispatch to-night that he knew of no 
member of the Bitkin family by that name. The only brother bis father 
had died an infant before Henry L., later Governor, was bern. 
Robert J. has a complete genealogy of his family, and is positive 
‘that this woman cannot be nearer related than the wife of a Ofth or 
sixth cousin of his father's. 

Hiopewell’s confession, on which is based this view of Mrs. Pit-

“Sne prayed with me end I determined that I would not do it, 


no matter what Mrs. Pitkin did. 

“That was on the Sunday before the fire, and I wrote her say- 
ing, “The job is off.’ A few days before that in answer to one of 
ner threatening letters I had promised to do it Sunday night. 

‘\When she cAme home Tuesday she made a terrible fuss. 

“ ‘You are a coward,’ she screamed; ‘I'll do it myself if you 
won't.

Father Tuohy does not approve of the 
present system of funerals in the church. 


Theoretically’ the Catholic Church is the 
most democratic of all religious bodies in 
the treatment accorded the laity. In the 


matter of funerals there is no uniform 
canonical regulation. There is a graded 
tariff. A first-class funeral service with 
four branches of candelabra, full choir, 
organ, etc., costs $50; second class, $25; third 
class, $15, a cheaper one without organ and 
with only two branches can be had for $10. 
If $10 is too much the applicant is told his 
kinsman can have a pauper funeral for 
nothing, but the word “pauper” grates 
harshly, and to accept is a lasting humilia- 
tion. Father Tuohy’s soul rebels at the 
word and he would have it eliminated. He 
would have no fixed charge, but leave the 
question Of remuneration to the honor, 
generosity and ability to pay of the bereaved 
familly.

his father’s righteous indignation when his 
two boys, by a misapprehension, came near. 
being impressed into a Protestant Sunday 
school. Mr, Edwards conducted a Sunday 
school at Normal, and Mr. Tuohy took the 
boys there to see him one Sunday to arrange 
for them entering the Normal school. Mr. 
Edwards naturally thought they were 
brought to attend Sunday school, and after 
congratulating Mr, Tuohy. on having two 
such likely boys, he said he would at once 
put them in Miss Armstrong’s Sunday 
school class, and was leading them away 
when Mr. Tuohy exploded, in great wrath, 
and explanations followed. 

It was while at Normal School John Tuohy 
first developed the controversial trait of his 
character, if not a skeptical leaning. For in- 
stance, he read of the ecstacy of St. Fran- 
cis Asissi, during which he was said to 
have been suspended in mfdair. The law of 
gravitation was in conflict with such a 
phenomenon, and the student could not 
credit the story. In some alarm he con- 
sulitéd a priest, asking him if it was a ain 
to doubt in a matter of faith. He discussed 
the laws of gravitation with the priest, who 
made the point that the Creator could sus- 
pend the laws he had made, but finding the 
young man still skeptical, he comforted him 
by telling him that belief in miracles a'- 
tributed to saints by uninspired writers was 


not necessarily a matter of faith. 


John Tuohy graduated in 1871, with high 
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honors. The eubject of his oration was 
“Higher Education,” and in addition he 
was chosen to deliverthe class valedictory. 

After graduating the pupil became teach- 
er and taught district schools in Illinois for 
three years. A Bloomington priest 
threatened him with excommunication for 
so doing, but, being assured that it was net 
in his power to doeo, he continued his work, 
and between school terms he sfudied in an 
architect's office in Bloomington. After- 
wards he was articled to Bunting & May, 
architects of Indianapolis, Ind., and from 
there went to Chicago, after the big fire. 
For a time the work of rebuilding the 
burned districts caused architects to be in 
demand, but the panic checked the work, 
and young Tuohy found employment as 
shipping clerk in a wholesale commission 
house on Water street. 

It was while there that he finally decided 
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to become a priest, which had been the one 
ambition of his mother. He took a night 
course at the Chicago Atheneum, kept up 
his Latin and Greek studies, saved his 
money and entered St. Vincent's College, at 
Cape Girardeau. Owing to his stage of ad- 
vancement wnoen he entered, he graduated 
the first year from the colleglate depart- 
ment and then entered for a two years’ 
theological course, having been adopted as 
a student for the St. Louis diocese. 

There were so few in the class, however, 
that he asked for a transfer, and Afrch- 
bishop Ryan sent him to St. Mary’s Sem- 
inary in Baltimore in the fall of 1878. He 
was ordained sub-deacon and deacon by 
Cardinal (then Archbishop) Gibbons in 18580, 
and ordained a priest by Bishop McCloskey. 

In the meantime, however, his contro- 
versial spirit had cropped out again. In

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the first examination for a deaconship he 
was ‘“clipped,”’ and the cause, as shown 
by the report to Archbishop Ryan, was 
that the candidate showed too great e ten- 
dency to independence. From his boyhood 
was demonstrated in his case that the child 
is indeed father to the man. 

Archbishop Ryan sent him back, and 
when finally ordained a priest he said his 
first mass at Bloomington. In March, 1880, 
Bishop Ryan appointed him assistant to 
the late Father Constantine P. Smith, at 
the Assumption parish, where he becamé 
greatly interested in the educational work 
of the Ursuline Sisters. Then he was sent 
as assistant to Father Dempsey at Mexico, 
Mo., and he had charge of a mission circult 
including Columbia, Rocheport and other 
towns. 

Finally he was sent as assistant to Father 


McKenna at Moberly to succeed the late 
Father Stack, when he helped to placate 
the Irish and German Catholic factions at 
Martinsburg, between whom there had been 
such bitter feeling that bloodshed was 
threatened. Father McKenna made it con- 


_ venient to find some place for his assistant 


to preach on fifth Sundays when no regular 
mission appointment existed. He did not 
seem to want him to preach at Moberly. 
This led to a laughable situation on one 
occasion. Father McKenna met the sta- 
tion agent at Higbee, Mo., a lady named 
Mrs. Murphy. From her name he judged 
her to be a good Catholic without asking 
any questions. He sen@Father Tuohy there 
the next vacant Sunday, telling him that 
Mrs. Murphy would take care of him, and 
get up a congregation. Father Tuohy went 
on a freight train, met Mrs. Murphy, sug- 
gested services, and the lady kindly volun- 
teered to get up a class meeting and Bible 
reading on short notice. She was a devout 
Methodist and knew no more about mass 
than did the priest of class meetings. He 
walked the ties back to Moberly, nine miles, 
fasting, as he left breakfastless, expecting 
to say mass, and told his superior that he 
would engage in no more such wild goose 
chases. 

He was first appointed a pastor, his 
charge being at Old Mine, Mo., a French 
settlement, Archbishop Ryan supposing he 
had learned French at Baltimore. Finding 
otherwise the appointment was revoked, 
but the Archbishop promised him a good 
place. All his places had been in rurai dis- 
tricts, and Father Tuohy asked his Arch- 
bishop as a special favor to give him @& 
place that had at least a few lampposts and 
a barber shop. 

He found both when he was eppointed 
February, 1881, third assistant to Father 
Walsh at St. Bridget’s, this city, Fathers 
Harty and Casey being the other assistants. 
Here Father Tuohy remained until 1889. Fa- 
ther Casey was sent to Hannibal and Fa- 
ther Connojly was made third assistant. 
While Father Walsh was in Europe from 
1889 to 1891 the three assistants were known 
as the “Three Wise (y’s) Men,” their names 
all ending in “‘y.” 

From all accounts Father Walsh's life 
was not a bed of roses during this time 
Father Harty Js a noted wag and wit, and 
his brother assistants were pretty clever, 
too, at repartee. Father Walsh was always 
at a loss to know whether a seeming earn- 
est discussion was a jest or not. 

Father Tuohy’s liberalism was ugually the 
theme. Father Walsh was against the pub- 
lic schools. Father Tuohy believed the sys- 
tem in some respects superior to the paro- 
chial schools. Father Harty would ask 
Father Tuohy with mock horror if it were 
true that at the Normal School physiology 
was studied by mixed classes of boys and 
girls. It was in vain for Father Tuohy to 
protest that nothing even remotely indel+ 
{cate or suggestive was taught, and the 
discussion always took a turn which fur- 
ther convinced Father Walsh that his 
prejudices were well founded, and not until 
the last year of Father Tuohy’s service 
there was he trusted with charge of the 
parish schools. 

But as chaplain of Visitation Academy 
he lectured to the classes on natural 
sciences. and delivered a course embody- 
ing some ideas of evolution based on a visit 
to the synoptical museum of Harvard Uni- 
versity. This was more meat for the con- 
spirators, and in table discussions they 
made out Father Tuohy a rank heretic—so 
much so that Father Walsh bade Father 
Tuohy abruptly stop his lectures, which he 
declared had become a scandal. He bade 
him disappoint his audience that very day, 
and was only placated when Father Tuohy 
in self-defense read his lecture to prove 
that it was not heretical. 

In 1891 Father Tuohy was granted indefi- 
nite leave of absence, in order to take a 
two-years’ course at the Catholic Univer- 
sity at Washington. There his controver- 
sial spirit again asserted itself, and he be- 
came involved in a series of heated, not to 
say acrimonious, discussions with the noted 
Mer. Schroeder himself. The dispute was 
over Bartolo’s book on the extent of Papal 
infallibility, a book afterward placed on the 
Index Expurgatoris. Father Tuohy was 
in correspondence with Bartolo, and on one 
occasion got such an advantage of Mar. 
Schroeder by one of Bartolo’s answers to 
Mer. Schroeder’s criticisms that the stu- 
dents drew caricatures of their professor 
being knocked down by Father Bartoio 
with a book. 

In 1892 Father Tuohy returned to St. Louls 
and was given the parish of St. Paul the 
Apostie by Archbishop Kenrick, with au- 
thority to bulld a church. He was one of 
the four St. Louis priests who refused to 
sign a petition for a coadjutor archbishop. 
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He thinks there ts prejudice against him Daa 
because of that fact. Archbishop Kain has ee 
consistently disavowed any personal feeling 
and has claimed that Father Tuohy lacked 

the business capacity to handle a parish 

and its finances. 

It was during this, his first, pastorate t 
that the friction began between the pastor 
and tis Archbishop. One episode of this 
period shows the character of the ofan, He 
had repeated to the Archbishop a remark , 
concerning himself which was attributed 
to the Archbishop. The latter denied hav- 
ing made the statement, and demanded the 
mame of the author. On Father Tuohy 
declining to betray “a confidence, the 
Archbishop said he could only infer thas 
the statement. was never made to Father 
Tuohy. This directly impugned hfs verac- 
ity, but his reply simply was “I am willing 
to be branded as a liar at this time, rather 
than betray the confidence of a friend.

How he was ordered to Piiina, Mo., an4@ 
refused to go, and how he was then stripped 
of his priestly functions and removed ag 
pastor, is comparatively recent history, But 
before that the Archbishop had asked him 
to resign that he might appoint him an as. 
sistant somewhere, He asked for time for 
“prayerful consideration,” then went te 
Washington the same night and filed hig 
answer with the papal delegation. After 
wards, it is on record In the canonical court 
record, that the Archbishop wrote 
“if he had finished praying,” and ‘what 
the spirits said.’* 

Formal notice to leave the parochial resi 
dence was served Dec. 90, 1897, and ignored, 
March 6 a writ of unlawful detainer wag 
served, followed by a writ of ejectment ~ 
March 15. Both cases are now pending, the 
latter being set for trial June 13, 


Father Tuohy is certainly daring in his 
methods. He has asked, or rather demanded, 
permission of the Propaganda to enter «4 
counter sult for slander against his Arch- 
bishop. He is well aware it will be refused, 
but in the refusal he expects to score a point 
against the Archbishop on the ground that 
the latter was in error in resorting to the 
civil courts without permission from Rome, 

Few people outside of the Catholic Church 
have knowledge of the mode of life, salary 
and perquisites of a parish priest. Many 
Protestants confuse them with those mem- 
bers of mendicant orders who are not al- 
lowed to own money but must accept onlya - 
bare living. On the contrary a priest has 
a settled salary besides perquisites, the 
value of which varies widely with the 
wealth or poverty of the parish. 

The pastor of a city church is allowed « 
ealary of $1000 a year, but it ie contingent 
on his raising it from pew rents, offerings 
and funerals, which constitute the churok 
revenues. He ts given a house to live i_, 
but he must furnish the table and pay sere 
vant hire. The perquisites can generally 
be relied on to meet these expenses, ledy- . 
ing his salary frea 

In St. Louls a pastor is allowed $3 «a 
month board for each assistant, and where 
there are three assistants the board money 
should come near paying the full house 
hold expenses. An assistant pastor re- . 
ceives $400 and board, and some perquisites, 

The perquisites consist of wedding and 
baptismal fees and altar offerings, ell of 
which go to the pastor. The Easter Sun- 
day offering goes half to the pastor, the 
other half being divided equally among the 
assistants. 

The pastor is supposed to keep a strict 
account of all church revenues, devoting 
what remains after paying salaries and ex- 
penses to keeping the church in repelr, 
extending the educational work and other- 
wise building up the parish. He is required 
to make an annual report to the Arch- 
bishop, but not to turn over any balance 
on hand, which remains in the parish to 
be turned over to his successor when he 
dies or is removed. 

Besides being teacher, architect, clerk : 
and priest Father Tuohy has tried being an 
editor also. While assistant to Father 
Walsh he was instrumental in founding the 
Church Progress, and succeeded in run- 
ning it without capital.

DISEASES FROM WATER. 


By Dr. B. lL. Dorsey. 
ATDR may be considered the most potent 
W factor in disseminating disease. The 
subject of contaminated water is of 
great and increasing importance in this country, 
“where cities are growing with phenomena] rapid- 
ity. 

Botwithstanding the great advances that have 
Been and are constantly being made toward the 
production of a perfect water supply system, we 
are still aware of the fact that our present water 
supply could be much improved upon, 

It is a well known fact that many large 
tities are constantly throwing their refuse in 
some etream from which we recélve our water 
supply, @lso that the germs of cholera, typhoid 
fever, diphtheria, ete., may be borne for many 
infles by running water. The germ of diphtheria 
has been known to live for four months in water 
alone. 

One-half of all intestinal diseases may be at- 
tributed to the water supply. The chemic ex- 
@mination of our river water, as taken from a 
hydrant, demonstrates the possibilities of its in- 
- fection by morbifoc germs. 

Water, when placed in our settling basins, be- 
Comes somewhat clearer, but increases the num. 
ber of Gisease germa. Only the heavier particles 
gravitate toward the bottom. We being aware

It has been found that it is much better 

to keep a baby a Little too warm than to cater to 

its comfort for the time being by dressing it too 
thinly, 

“To take off all of its flannel and to let it lie 
im the draught is a common method with moth- 
ers, when in reality a flannel bandage should be 
kept over the stomach and bowels all summer, 
and the child should never Hein a breeze. 

‘"The diet should be carefully guarded in young 
ehildren. Mothers’ milk or pure cow's milk 
scalded should be the only food for bables be- 
fore they have teeth, and after that it is safe to 
mix only soft digestible foods with the milk 
and very little of that while the child is young. 

“In scalding milk for infants, it should not be 
dolled, but only heated to 150 degrees. When food 
is mixed it is best to use a@ little oatmeal—as it 
also acta as a gentile laxative.”

S plaint from this time unt!) the autumn. Dr, 
Helwig of the City Dispensary staff says 
Quinine and Dover’s powders, five grains of each, 
taken together three times a day, are the best 
remedy.

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VALUE OF THE X-RAY IN SURGERY. 

R. A. V. LL BROKAW is now well on 

[) his way to Europe, where he is to make 

a tour of foreign hospitals, to see what 

the European surgeons can show him in the sur- 

gery line and to pick up points on surgical hos- 

pitals. During his visit he will submit to the 

experts a few ideas of his own own, which he 

has been gathering and perfecting for some time 
past. 

Just previous to his departure a week ago Dr. 
Brokaw gave an off-hand and informal illustra- 
tion of the immense value of the X-ray in sur- 
gery. It was his morning office hour and four or 
five single fracture cases were waiting. 

One or two of them were new cases, in which 
the bones had been set but a day or two, by the 
ordinary process. 

These were taken to the dark room on the up- 
per floor, where, under the doctor's direction, the 
X-ray machine was etarted up. The Crookes tube 
was attached to the machine and the fractures 
set up between the globe and the specially pre- 
pared screen. Under the eerie light the broken 
bones stood out tn clear relief against the screen 
as if stripped of flesh. In a brief examination 
the surgeon assured himself that his work had 
been well done and that the bones were all in 
proper alignment. 

It has become a practice with Dr. Brokaw to 
verify his other tests in this manner, so that, 
thanks to the great invention, he can be abso- 
jlutely sure that his work has been properly done, 
He has become so accustomed to the process that 
it has ceased to be a novelty with him.

A ritable to a cough than ceughing. For 
some time I had been so fully assured 

of this that I determined, for one minute at least, 
to lessen the number of cougha heard,in a certain 
ward in a hospital of the institution. By the 
promise of rewards and punishments I succeeded 
in inducing them to simply hold their breath when 
tempted to cough, and in a little while I wus 
myself surprised to see how some of the chil- 
dren entirely recovered from the disease. Con- 
stant coughing is precisely lke scratching a 
wound on the outside of the body. Se long as it

Is done the wound will not heal. Let a person 
when tempted to cough draw a long breath and 
hold it until it warms and soothes every air cell, 
and some benefit will soon be received from this 
process. The nitrogen which is thus confined acts 
as an anodyne to the mucous membrane, allaying 
the desire to cough and giving the throat and 
lungs a chance to heal. At the same time a sulilt- 
able medicine will aid nature in her efforts to re- 
cuperate.” 


CARELESS FEEDING IN HOSPITALS. 


R. GEORGE HOMAN, ex-Health Commis- 
| ) sioner, expresses surprise at the lack of at- 
tention*to dietetics in the public and pri- 

vate hospitals and sanitariums of St. Louls. 


“It is an astonishing fact,” says the doctor, 
“that food is given to sick people in nearly all 
our institutions without any reference to the ne- 
cessities and requirements of the sick. In other 
cities the nurses, as a rule, prepare the food 
for each person under their charge, allotting to 
each the precise amourt and kind necessary to 
recovery of health. These nurses are, as they 
should be, thoroughly trained in dietetics. They 
know what patients should and should not eat, 
and are aided in their preparations by the ad- 
vice and counsel of the physicians. 


“Here in St. Louis we continue to deal out 
food to the sick In our Institutions about as we 
would in a great boarding house—everything 
oooked in one vessel, and no attention to the in- 
dividual requirements of the sick. This is true 
of our city hospitals, and it ts largely true of 
our private sanitariums, where from $10 to 15 a 
week is paid for board and proper attention. It 
is a marvel to me why no change has occurred 
in these conditions, when there has been such 
rapid and pronounced advancement in all other 
branches of medicine, surgery and sanitation, 

“There is so much In the proper kind and 
amount of food necessary for those who are ill 
that I marvel at the long neglect of it here. 
Some things may be eaten cold that are deleteri- 
ous if eaten hot; some things may be eaten hot 
that are polsonous when eaten cold, but In our 
institutions generally the patient gets what 
comes, without much regard to its curative or 
nourishing properties. I hope to see pronounced 
reforms in this direction soon.”

THE MEANING OF ALABAMA. 


What Is Known Concerning the De- 
rivation of the State’s Name. 


From the Mobile Register. 
There has always been dispute regarding 


the meaning of the name of this State. 
The name itself is derived from the name 
of the Alabamos tribe of IMdians, a branch 
of the Muscogee or Creek tribe, either by 
blood relationship or by conquest and sub- 
sequent adoption by the Creeks, and there 
is a popular kgend that the name was 
taken from an expression used by the 
chief of the tribe upon the entry of the 
tribe upon the lands now called by this 
name. Finding the land good and the 
climate inviting, the chif is,sa.d to have 
exclaimed: ‘“‘Here we rest.’ From this 
the tr.be came to be called the Alabamos, 

This story has been objected to on the 
ground that it Is not T asonable that a 
tribe should change its name because of 
such an incident in its history. It must 
have had a name at the time of its migra- 
tion, aud a name rendered dear to the 
tribe by its wanderings if by ho other «x- 
perience. Bes.des, the students of the lan- 
guage fail to agree that this word has 
the precise meaning tradition gives it. Gat- 
sch t. fur example, translates it to mean 
‘‘wood clearers,”’ deriving the name from 
the Choctaw. 

Anything that addS to our meager store 
of information on this subject is accept- 
able, and now we have offered us some- 
thing additional. It is reported by Dab- 
ney White. in a letter to the Houston 
Post. He tells of the remnant of the tribe | 
of the Alabamos now living in Polk Coun- 
ty, Texas, which people preserve their lan- 
guage, traditions and many of their an- 
cient practices, It appear: from White's 
letter that a woman missionary, named 
Syivestine, has lived for many years with 
the tribe. and has collected a vocabulary 
of the A:abamos language. She speaks the 
tongue well and is said to be well ac-} 
quainted with their history and traditions 
White says he aided the missionary tn the 
preparation of the vocabulary, and no- 
where In the language could be found a 
word or combination of words sounding 
like Alabama that could be twisted into 
the meaning ‘“‘Here we rest.” 

In the absence of other evidence {ft ts 
thought more rel ance can be put upon the 
tradition now held by the tribe on the sub- 
jec: than upon that which hae been handed 
down through the medium of the whites. 
The Indians say they derive thelr name 
from a pecnilarity of the trihe—the cele- 
bration of the mulbery festival, a eustom 
not observed by any other tribe. In the.r lan- 
guage the combination of the words “aia- 
behe-amo"’ Iiterally means “people that 
gather mulberries.” From this combination 
of words “Alabama” is derived. To substan- 
tlate their bellef, it le generaliy known that 
every Indian tribe gets ita name from some 
idiosyncrasy of its members. Thousanda of

The St. Louls Amateur. Athletic Club. 
which was a few weeks ago a viglon on 
paper, is now a reality. Its success is now 
assured. In fact men are now at work on 
the grounds preparatory to the erection of 
the comfortable and well arranged club- 
house and training quarters, which ts shown 
in the accompanying cut and which is to 
be built in Forest Park. 

Mr. John Dean, the architect in the Park 
Commissioner's office,has taken more than 
ordinary pains in arranging suitable plans 


for the training quarters. The house will be 
large, commodious and above all, comfor- 
table. This is evidenced by the spacious 
porch, which encircles the whole house. 

One of the special features of the quarters 
which appeals to the lover of outdoor sport 
is wie bathroom. This room will be quite 
large—about 15 feet square—and will con- 
tain three ehowers which will have both hot 
and cold water connections. It is needless 
to say that this convenience Is of the great- 
@st importance as many men, who are fond 
of outdoor sport, are unwilling to exercise 
end become heated unless it ts possible to 
take a bath or a light shower after so do- 
ing. The buliding committee appreciating 
this fact have left nothing undone to make 
the shower room a model of its kind. The 
shower room opens directhy into the locker 
and dressing room, where each member may 
have a locker of his own. 

There will also be on the first floor a 
spacious sitting-room with a large, open 
fireplace. In the fall and winter the house 
will be made comfortable fos those who 
indulge in winter sports. 

The gentlemen interested In this move- 
ment have undertaken it simply because 
they are interested in out-door sport. They 
were athletes in their days, some interested 
in one branch and eome !In another branch 
of out-door sport. For some years past, in 
fact ever since the sad ending of the Pas- 
time Club. there has been a feeling of un- 
rest among athletes generally and a long- 
ing for an athletic club with saitahble 
grounds within a reasonable distance. To 
think that a city of the size of our great 
city with a population of over 700,000 souls 
should be wanting in a first-class athletic 
club, which cities of half that population 
support with ease, is certainly a reflection 
on the true sportsmen of St. Louis. Hence, 
when a number of goodly souls, having been 
implored and requested to act by the many 
lovers of out-door =port, met at a meeting 
purpose. Some months ago

The impa- 
tience of the crews of the blockading fleet in some 
cases had amounted almost to mutiny. The long- 
lying blue line of the Cuban coast had been a coveted 
land for a long time. The brave fellows realized that 
the name of the man who first accomplished this 
difficult feat would live in history and ever be cher- 
ished as an American hero. The opportunity finally 
sresented itself, not, as had been expected, at Havana, 
but at the comparatively unfamiliar port of Cardenas. 
The entrance to the harbor at Cardenas has been 
guarded since the beginning of the blockade by the 
Machias. The specific blockade does not involve much 
excitement or risk, and until the morning of the 11th 
the gunboat Machias merely steamed leisurely up and 
down the coast, keeping a sharp lookout meanwhile 
for the Spanish fleet. The harbor of Cardenas is com- 
paratively shallow, and is supposed to have been 
carefully mined in preparation for the attack of the 
hated American vessels. The Machias contented her- 
self, therefore, with viewing the coveted city from 4 
distance. 

On the morning of the llth the commander of the 
Machias decided to capture a small outlying post of 
the fortifications at Cardenas. Through the glasses 
it could be seen that an elaborate signa! station occu- 
pied an important vantage point near the mouth of 
the harbor, at a point called Diora Key. It seemed 
very probable that the dangerous mines which block- 
aded the harbor were controlled by the operators 
stationed in this signal tower. The station occupied 
an outlying position and could apparently be captured 
with a small force. The attacking party were carried 
ashore in a small jlaunch under the command of En- 
sien Willard.

The Pacific covers 4,000,000, the Atlantic 30,%0,000 and 
the Indian Ocean, Arctic end Antarctic 42,0),000. 

To stow away the contents of the Pacific it would be 
necessary tc nll a tank one mile long, one mile wide 
and one mile deep every day for 40 years. Put in 
figures, the Pacific holds in weight 948,000,000,000,000,000, - 
8 tons. It would take about 1,000,000 years for all its 
Water to pass over the falls of Niagara. 

The average depth of the Atlantic is not quite three 
miles.

The launch was cheered heartily as it drew away 
from the ship on its perilous errand. As one man the 
sailors shouted, “‘Remember the Maine!" to which 
they added a second cry which has become very 
pepular among the tars of the blockading squadron, 
namely, “Damn a pacific blockade."” As the launch 
neared the shore the Machias followed as closely as 
the channel would permit, in order to cover the ma- 
rines with her heavy guns should they be attacked 
by a land force.

They carried car- 
bines and wore cartridge be‘ts filled with ammunition. 
The movements of the blockading ships were of 
ccurse watched very closely from the signal tower. 
from which all observations were flashed to the city 
beyond. On this particular morning the Spaniards

were evidently very alert and watchful. As the launch 
neared the shore it was g-eeted with a shower of 
bullets from an ambushed body of soldiers. The 
launch continued on fearlessly in the face of this 
death-dealing fire. The big guns of the Machias 
meanwhile got the proper range and managed to re- 
turn the Spaniards’ fire with great interest. The 
launch rushed on unaer the American guns. The 
instant the shore was reached the impatient marines 
sprang into the shallow water and dragged their 
launch quickly up the beach. A guard was left to 
protect the boat, and in less time than it takes to tell 
it the group of boys in blue, with Ensign Willard at 
their head, were running toward the signal station. 

The tropical vegetation served to shield them «a a 
measure from their foes as they passed on across the 
narrow strip of land which separated the shore from 
the signal tower. A few scattering shots passed over 
their heads, but none took effect, and the tower was 
reached without a single man. being injured. The 
station itself was found deserted, with everywhere 
about the evidence that its occupants had left but a 
few moments before very hurriedly. Quickly mount- 
ing the stairs to the top of the tower, Ensign Willard 
was the first to reach the top from which waved the 
Spanish flag. To pull down the flag and raise in its 
place the Stars and Stripes was but the work of an 
instant, and as Old Glory floated majestically above 
the palms of the surrounding forest a wild cheer went 
up, which was answered by a ringing salute from the 
Machias. The invading squadron failed to find any 
trace of the existence of harbor mines, and contented 
itself with destroying all communication with the city. 
The Spanish flag and the signal apparatus were re 
turned to the Machias as trophies of war. 
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HE intrepid bravery and coolness of the American 
T sailors who cut the cables recently at Cienfuegos 

‘is deserving of a high place in American history. 
The work of grappling for the cables and severing 
them, which alone required considerable skill and 
patience, was accomplished by a small party in open 
bcats while working directly under the guns of the 
enemy's forts. The work, besides, was carried out in 
broad daylight, and therefore without the protection 
which the darkness might have lent to them, and 
while the Spaniards were on their guard, with all 
their guns manned. As a result of the utter fearless- 
ness of the American sailors, this important work 
was accomplished in the most orderly and scientific 
manner, with the comparatively slight loss of one 
killed and nine wounded. 

Since the beginning of the war the Strategy Board 
has been exceedingly anxious to cut off all communi- 
cations between Cuba and Spain. As long as the 
cables placed Havana in direct communication with 
Madrid the Cuban forces of course had the advantage 
of receiving orders from the Government and receiv- 
ing news of the movemetns of the American forces. 
With the cables cut. the Spanish forces would of course 
be obliged to work, as it were, in the dark. They 
wceuld then be in total ignorance of the position of 
the American fleet and of the possible point of attack. 
The cruisers Nashville and Marblehead, which have 
been doing blockade duty on the southern coast of 
Cuba, were ordered to Cienfuegos to cut the cables 
on May ll. It was known that two cables ran from 
Cienfuegos, connecting with the West Indies, and a 
third cable about which little was known. The work 
of cutting these cables was considered particularly 
perilous because it would be necessary to run far in 
shcre directly under the batteries to find them. The 
defenses of the harbor consist of a battery east of 
the harbor’s mouth, reinforced by a great many rifle 
pits ranged along the low-lying shore. 

The little squadron steamed into range of the en- 
emy'’s guns at5 A. M. Through the powerful glasses 
on the American ships it could be seen that the Span- 


ish forts were strongly manned. It was 
estimated that at least a thousand Span- 
ish soldiers were back of the guns, very 


wide awake, waiting for the Americans to make 
the first move. The commander of the Nashville, 
which was the flagship of this diminutive squadron, 
decided to divert the Span.ards’ attention from the 
real purpose of the expedition by shelling the forts in 
the liveliest possible manner. This ruse was partially 
successful, since the Spanish reports of the fight say 
that the officers believed that the American ships 
came on a landing expedition, and after their usuai 
fashion the Spaniards rejoiced over the affair as a 
great Spanish victory, in which the entire American 
fleet was forced to retire. 

The little expedition which was to brave the enemy's 
fire unprotected consisted of four boats. This diminu- 
tive fleet consisted of two launches and two cutters. 
Lieut. Anderson, of the Marblehead, commanded one 
cutter and one launch, and Lieut. Winslow, of the 
Nashville, directed the other launch and cutter. 

The work was so perilous that the crews were asked 
for volunteers, since the captains would not ask any 
man to go on such an errand. The officers warned

Each cable must be cut with a specially 
prepared saw, and the hands which hold it must be 
strong and well directed. The cable was severed 
without a mishap, and a few minutes later the second 
cable was found, brought to the surface and treated 
in the same way. The search was then continued for 
the third cable. It would probably have shared the 
same fate had not the Spaniards by a characteristic 
trick made the position of the boats impossible. Near 
the points where the boats were working with the 
cable there stands a lighthouse of masonry. which

Clothing dealers, furniture manufacturers, dry-goods 
merchants and every other kind of business man has 
been seized by the flame of patriotism, and there is 
scarcely one article you can think about which can- 
not be found decorated with the national colors. 

Of flag buttons there are legion, not only in quentity 
but in design, and one cannot step into a street car 
without being able to count a dozen of these flag bu't- 
tons on the coats or waists of the men and women 
in the car. 

Walk along Fourteenth street and you run into 
dozens and dozens of boys and girls with red and 
white striped blouses or skirts, with cuffs and collars 
of blue with white stars. Even the toy balloons in the 
hands of the children have the Stars and Sitr-pes 
painted across their surfaces.

Awn- 
ings are going up every day over the windows of 
the swell photographers and picture dealers of Fifth 
avenue, while over in Brooklyn, New Jersey, and 
Staten Isiand, where the houses have stretches of 
grass surrounding them, the tents being put up now 
have covers of canvas star spangled banners. In 
these patriotic tents and on the piagzas of houses 
everywhere the wicker armchairs have a back of 
white stars on a blue ground with red and white 
stripes, while the tables and pillars are attractively 
draped in costly national flags of silk.

The demand for the colors of our flag is being felt 
even by the florists, who cannot find enough flowers 
of red, white and blue, while their orange, yellows 
and pinks are simply going to seed in their con- 
servatories. 

A well-known New York artist, Mr. Warren Shep- 
ard, has fitted up his studio in an ingenious manner, 
which incidentally reflects great credit on The World 
and its colored magazine. Besides having his win- 
dow curtains, screens and tables and chairs painted 
with the national colors, Mr. Shepard has cut out 
from the colored magazine of The World a number 
of its most striking war pictures and pasted them up 
here and there, surrounded by old family hetriocoms 
of a military character. A great number of the most 
important headlines that have appeared in The World 
since the war began have also been cut out and

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HE power over life and property of Gen. Merritt when he arrives in the Philippines will be 
ter than that of President McKinley and greater even than the great authority of the 
all the Russias. ' 

Whatever he orders must be instantly obeyed. There is no appealing to a higher authority, 
no way of having his command vetoed. His power is a veritable one-man authority, for no Cabinet 

exists with whom he must consult before issuing his orders. 
The military governor can make all ports free of duty to all commerce or else he can impose 
a heavy tariff or close the port entirely, and no power exists in the territory to prevent his order 
from being out. He can have any prominent person thrown,into prison or shot on the spot 
if he feels so ! clined. He can rescina all existing civil laws without an hour’s warning. He can 
order the »" >» army and navy in the territory to blow up any city or town if he believes the in- 
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habitants are preparing to make armed revolt against his civil or military authority. He can levy 
the most enormous taxation on the plea of maintaining his forces, and should he be dishonestly in- 
clined he could in one week privately accept many millions of dollars in bribes from big commercial 
firms for changing or amending the import or export laws for any nominal reason he may choose 
to invent. 

No other military governor has ever been appointed by the United States who had as much 
power invested in him as has Gen. Merritt. The first military governor ever appointed by the United 
States was Andrew Jackson, who was put in charge gf the State of away back near the 
first of this century. During the civil war each newly conquered Confederate State had a military 


governor—Gen. Johnson in Tennessee, Gen. Sheridan in Louisiana dnd Texas, &c., but none of these 
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could have exercised such autocratic power as Gen. .Merritt will be able to exerc! ie in the Philippines.
